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[ Council OK’s $3.5 million bond for new senior

Romulus City Council members approved the 
issuance of $3.5 million in bonds to build a new senior cit¬ 
izen community center 

“This is a great day for the citizens of Romulus, espe¬ 
cially for the seniors in this community. They deserve this 
new facility,” said Mayor Alan Lambert 

The new center, which will be built directly behind the 
current senior center located on Grant Road, is well on 
the way to becoming a reality, according to Tim Keyes, the 
Romulus economic development director. 

“Plans for the center have already been submitted and 
we are looking to possibly break ground as early as 
October,” said Keyes. 

The funds to build the center will not be coming fix>m 
taxpayers, something Lambert said he is very pleased 


about 

“People are hurting right now, so I am thrilled that the 
money to build this new center will be coming from the 
Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) fund,” 
said Lambert “It allows us to build this facility, but not 
take money out of the pockets of our residents.” 

The new senior center has been in the works for more 
than a year and is long overdue, according to Linda 
Norman, the senior citizens coordinator 

“It will be a big asset to the seniors in this community,” 
said Norman. “You can walk through the building we are 
in and now and realize how badly we need this new cen¬ 
ter. This place is in bad shape right now.” 

Norman said she hopes to reach a number of new 
seniors once in the new center 

“We are so limited to how many programs we can offer 
to our seniors because of our current location and space,” 
she said. “But hopefully at the new center with all the 


increased space, we will be able to offer a numoei ui un- 
ferent activities to help the seniors stay active.” 

Helping the seniors stay active is also a concern for 
Lambert, who said he is happy that more seniors will be 
able to be active in the community. 

“The most important thing is getting the seniors out of 
their homes and keeping them active in the community,” 
said Lambert “Fbr that reason alone this new center will 
help so many seniors in Romulus.” 

Keyes said that if their current schedule holds up, con¬ 
struction on the new center could begin as early as this 
fall. 

“It all depends on the weather, truthfully,” he said. “If 
the weather holds up and they are able to have the new 
building at least enclosed by the time the snow comes, 
they will be able to work on it through the winter

Romulus man released in 
Inkster arson, murder case

Inkster Police sources say a 
Romulus man initially thought to 
be involved in the arson-murder 
that claimed the life of a popular 
local businessman on Aug. 12 is 
no longer a suspect 

The Ifr-year-old man, however, 
was released to other law 
enforcement agencies in 
response to existing warrants that 
are unrelated to the fire at 
Alexander’s Gun Range, said 
Inkster Police Det Lt. Kevin 
Smith. 

“We determined he was not a 
suspect in this case, but we’re fol¬ 
lowing two other very promising 
leads at this time,” Smith said. 
“Because we’re getting a lot of 
help on this one, we have the time 
to go through everything meticu¬ 
lously. We’re leaving no stone 
unturned.” 

Currently, detectives are work¬ 
ing the case around the clock to 


find out who is responsible for the 
death of Clyde Alexander, 54, the 
co-owner of the gun range. The 
inferno that engulfed the gun 
shop began at about 10:30 am. on 
Tuesday, Aug. 3, according to 
police reports. After firefighters 
worked for about 4 hours to put 
the out the blaze, Alexander’s 
body was discovered tied up in 
what used to be the ofiBce. 

Inkster Cmdr. Greg Hill said 
accelerants at the scene indicated 
that an assailant likely started the 
fire to cover up the attack. He 
added last week that he believes 
more than one perosn perpetrat¬ 
ed the attack and the theft of 
nearly 40 guns from the store. 

Police initially arrested the 
Romulus man after an anony¬ 
mous tipster reported that the 
suspect was allegedly selling guns 
from a home in Inkster. The man 
had outstanding warrants from 
Wayne County FViend of the Court 
and the City of Dearborn Heights, 
Hill said. 


Council rejects plea to move World War I Memorial

The flagpole and World War I 
monument at the corner of 
Shook and Goddard roads will 
stay where they are for now, to 
the dismay of Bill Crane. 

Crane, owner of Crane 
Flmeral Home and a member of 
the Downtown Development 
Authority (DDA), requested per¬ 
mission from the city council to 
relocate the landmark to the new 
expansion in Historic Park 

“This is a piece of history in 
our downtown,” said Councilman 
Bill Wadsworth. “There was a 
time when people stood there 
and dedicated this piece of prop¬ 


erty for this plaque.” 

The plaque is a memorial to 
the Romulus servicemen who 
died fighting in World War I. It 
was dedicated by a group of 
Romulus women who called 
themselves the Sunshine Club 
about 75 years ago. The plaque 
sits at the base of the flagpole 
and is shadowed by an American 
flag at the top. 

Crane said that he has been 
the one that has taken the time to 
make sure the monument is in 
good conditioa 

“If you didn’t know it was 
here, you would drive right by,” 
said Crane. “It shouldn’t be that 
way. We should make monu¬ 
ments like this stand out in our 


community. They shouldn’t blend 
ia” 

Crane said the monument, 
which was first erected in 1918, 
has since lost its luster. The 
plaque commemorating the sol¬ 
diers is rusting from the constant 
spray of salt it receives during 
the winter months and the con¬ 
crete block has been scribbled 
with graffiti throughout the 
years. 

Crane said he decided last 
April to take it upon himself to 
erect a proper monument for 
these soldiers. With the permis¬ 
sion of the city administration he 
took down the plaque and began 
to restore it to the original condi¬ 
tion. 


Crane voiced concerns about 
the manner in which the monu¬ 
ment and flagpole have been 
cared for through the years by 
toe City of Romulus. He said he 
bq^lieve^ that if it weren’t for him 
constahlly making sure that the 
moriumeht.is cleaned, it would 
never get done. He also com¬ 
plained that the light supposed to 
shine on the flag at night has 
actually been out for the last 8 
months. 

Although the members of the 
city council expressed apprecia¬ 
tion to Crane for all that he has 
done for toe monument, they did 
not agree with him that toe mon-

Westland police unions, city help officer called to active duty in Kuwait

Officer Tim Horvath got the 
call he’d half been expecting last 
week. 

An Air Force reservist, he’s 
being called up for active duty. In 
fact, he left yesterday for an 
assignment in Kuwait 

Horvath, who has worked for 
the Westland Police Department 
since November of 2002, said he 
won’t have to worry about provid¬ 


ing for his family while he’s gone, 
though. The City of Westland, the 
police department and the police 
unions saw to that 

In the short time since he 
learned he would have to leave 
his wife and daughter, they put 
together an agreement that was 
approved unanimously Monday 
night by the Westland City 
Council. 

The agreement stipulates that 
the city will make up the differ¬ 
ence between Horvath’s pay in 


the military and the amount he 
would have received as a police 
officer, so his family wouldn’t suf¬ 
fer any financial hardships. 

Horvath said he’s had plenty 
of other offers of support, too. He 
attended the city council meeting 
Monday night, and several peo¬ 
ple approached him to say they 
would be willing to help out dur¬ 
ing his deployment 

“I’ve had an endless stream of 
phone calls,” he said. 

Horvath is an aero-medical 


technician, or a medic for the Air 
Force. He received the call last 
Hiesday, just eight days before he 
would have to leave. He’ll be 
assigned to Kuwait for a tour of 
duty that could end in October or 
could last a year. The agreement 
with the city is good for one year 
Police Chief Dan Pfannes said 
he appreciated the way the 
administration and the union 
worked together to make sure 
Horvath’s family would be pro¬ 
vided for. 


Horvath shrugged off the 
attention he received Monday 
ni^t, when a contingency of his 
fellow officers attended the meet¬ 
ing to show their further support 
After the agreement was 
announced and approved, every¬ 
one in the crowded meeting 
room at city hall rose to give the 
embarrassed officer a standing 
ovatioa 

“It’s just a part of my job,” he 
said. “The real heroes are the 
ones that are already over there.”

for the Dearborn, Taylor and 
Westwood school districts. 

According to a school official, 
Routhier helped lead the 
Romulus district through the 
1999, $34 million bond program 
and oversaw the construction of 
Romulus Elementary School He 
was also involved in the bringing 
the new swimming pool complex 
at Romulus High School, as well 
as the new football stadium, ball 
fields and the auditorium reno¬ 
vations. 

Routhier also supervised the 
new technology installations 
throughout the district and 
implemented the new district 
wide phone system. He was addi¬ 
tionally involved in the refinanc¬ 
ing of several debt levies that 
resulted in millions of savings to 
Romulus taxpayers, Dolan said.

months.” 

Keyes said the full project is 
expected to be completed in 12 
to 14 months.

It’s truly an unfortunate incident when a charitable organization is 
touched with scandal, as recently happened with the Wayne-Ford 
Civic League 

It’s difficult for any organization to overcome the stigma attached to 
it afterward, and that’s particularly true for an organization that 
depends on the goodwill of the community for donations. 

It’s safe to say that Neal Greenfield, former president of the Wayne- 
Fbrd Civic League, has made some mistakes in the recent past His 
attempt to block a restraining order keeping him from the league 
building and fixim carrying on business for the organization would be 
another one 

Unfortunately, if his true desire is to work toward the betterment of 
the community, he should step aside, deal with his problems and 
attempt to make a fresh start at a later date. We wish him the best of 
luck as he deals with his personal issues and hope he will some day 
be able to recover from the ordeal, however self-imposed, he has been 
through in recent weeks. 

Right now, though, the league needs new leadership. It needs a 
fresh face, a new group dedicated to pursuing the charitable efforts 
for which it was founded.

Government by intimidation 

Northville City Councilman Jen'y Mittman has a phrase for an 
unfortunate trend that has popped up recently in Northville. 

Government by intimidatioa 

It’s cropped up during the debate on the proposed expansion of the 
school at Our Lady of Victory; when both sides - the church and the 
nei^bors - sued the city and officials over some aspect of the deci- 
sioa 

It surfaced more recently, when four of the five members of the 
Northville City Council were informed last week that there was a 
recall effort against them. 

Language for the petitions has been submitted to Oakland and 
Wayne counties, where a judge will review them for legal clarity. If 
they are approved, they will then be circulated throughout the city for 
signatures. If there are enough signatures on the petitions, a recall 
election will be scheduled in the falL 

So what did these four city council members - Mayor Christopher 
Johnson, Mayor pro-tem Carolann Ayers, Mittman and Councilman 
Kevin Hartshome - do to provoke the ire of the petition-pushing 
group? 

ThQi approved a contract with Northville Township to out-source 
the public safety dispatch and lock up services. Under the agreemenf 
the city would pay a flat fee for those services, which would be per¬ 
formed by the township. The city won’t have to pay for any equipment 
upgrades that would otherwise have been necessary. 

It’s something that has taken place in other communities, most 
notably the City of Plymouth, and it’s always undertaken for one rea¬ 
son and one reason only: to provide the same services while keeping 
down costs. Municipalities throughout the state will have to look at 
these types of issues as they try to do more with less money. 

It’s ea^ to forget, sometimes, that our elected officials essentially 
think like we do. In a small city like Northville, they all have essential¬ 
ly the same goal, to maintain the character of the community while 
properly planning for the future. Fbr some reason, there’s the thought 
that when people are elected to an office, no matter how ‘importanL’ 
they forfeit the community-minded goals that caused them to seek 
office in the first place.

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Do unto others, indeed 


“You can see we’re per¬ 
plexed,” said Jay WendL chair of 
the City of Northville Planning 
Commission, after a long silence 
at a special meeting last Tuesday. 

The issue on the table, a pix)- 
posed expansion at Our Lady of 
Victory parish, had been dis¬ 
cussed three ways to Sunday dur¬ 
ing the past several months. It’s 
been the topic of public hearings, 
internet postings and, eventually, 
lawsuits. 

In fact it was one of those law¬ 
suits that led to the special meet¬ 
ing last week. The commission¬ 
ers had been all but told that they 
had to make a decision on a pre- 
liminary or final site plan 
approval for the project, which 
would locate an expanded school 
across the street from the cur¬ 
rent 50-year-old building When 
the issue last came up, attorneys 
for the church threatened to sue 
the city if the commission tabled 
the issue. The commission tabled 
it, the city was sued and the indi¬ 
vidual planning commissioners 
were named in the suit 

I admit I was a bit perplexed, 
myself 

It was the first meeting on this 
topic that I attended, and it was 
probably not a good place to 
jump into the water, so to speak. 
But jump I did, and it didn’t take 
me long to figure out wh^t the 


neighbors of the church and 
school were so concerned about 

First of all, this takes place in 
a quiet, residential neighbor¬ 
hood, with the nearest major 
street several blocks away. The 
neighbors complained that it was 
already busy enough: an over¬ 
crowded school, with limited bus¬ 
ing, translates into a traffic night¬ 
mare at the beginning and the 
end of the school day, not to men¬ 
tion on weekends during any one 
of the five masses that take place. 
Any expansion would, theoreti¬ 
cally, compound those problems. 
Then there was the classification 
of the gymnasium structure, 
which representatives from the 
church refused to clarify. It 
sounds like a small issue, but if 
it’s just a gymnasium, it requires 
fewer parking spaces than, say, a 
church outreach center. 

Add in the concerns the com¬ 
missioners had with traffic flow 
inside the site, the safety con¬ 
cerns for children crossing the 
road or walking along a sidewalk 
directly adjacent to a soon-to-be 
busy street - with no grass buffer 
between the two - and it seems to 
me that they had enough to send 
the plan back to the drawing 
board. 

But then, there’s that lawsuit 

I don’t care what anybody 
says, it’s a far different thing to 


know your 
decision may 
result in liti¬ 
gation tlian it is to look down on a 
legal document and see your 
name printed there. It may not be 
printed in throbbing bold type, 
but it sure looks like it. It’s a 
strong-arm tactic, and in this 
case, it worked. Planning 
Commissioner Nancy Chiri even 
asked to be excused from the dis¬ 
cussion, although that’s not the 
reason she gave. 

In that sense, it’s understand¬ 
able to see why the meeting took 
so long; it didn’t start on time 
because Wendt was talking with 
planning consultants to see if 
there were a way to satisfy every¬ 
one. It was delayed in the middle 
by an executive session that took 
about an hour and a half, through 
which everyone in the audience 
talked about their views on the 
projects and my thoughts gradu¬ 
ally drifted from being able to 
spend time with my family that 
night to merely making last call. 

It’s understandable that 
nobody wanted to make the 
motion to roject the site plan and 
it’s understandable that the 
motion to approve the prelimi¬ 
nary site plan took several min¬ 
utes and input from three whis-

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Area mourns loss of Congressman William Ford

A champion of workers rights 
and an advocate for a better edu¬ 
cational system is how many on 
Capitol Hill and in Wayne County 
are remembering Congressman 
William D. Fbrd, who died Aug 14 
at the age of 77. 

Mr. Ford was a member of the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
from 1965 to 1995 representing 
Michigan’s 15th and 13th 
Congressional Districts, which at 
different times represented citi¬ 
zens living in the Cities of Wayne, 
Inkster, Romulus and Garden City. 

The oldest child of Scottish 
immigrants, Mi: Fbrd was the first 
member of his family to attend col¬ 
lege. Fbllowing seiwice in the U.S. 
Navy during World War H, he 
attended classes at the University 
of Denver on the G.I. Bill, where 
he studied law. The world of poli¬ 
tics fascinated him and he eventu¬ 
ally became active in the Michigan 
Democratic Party. 


Prior to serving in Congress, 
Mr. Fbrd served as city attorney of 
Melvindale and as an attorney and 
justice of the peace for the city of 
Taylor. He also was a delegate to 
the Michigan Constitutional 
Convention and a member of the 
Michigan State Senate. 

Congressman John Dingell (D - 
Dearborn) worked on several ini¬ 
tiatives with Mr Fbnd and remem¬ 
bered him fondly. 

“Bill Fbitl was a proud liberal,” 
he said in a statement “To him, 
the word liberal was not a bad 
word; he believed that the govern¬ 
ment has an obligation to give its 
citizens a chance at success. He 
worked every day of his life to be 
the champion of the working poor 
and the middle class. 

“Michigan is a better place 
because of the work and dedica¬ 
tion of William D. Ford. His life 
left its mark on our state, his death 
is a tremendous loss.” 

During his 30-year tenure, Mr. 
Ford served as Chairman of the 
House Committee on Post Office

and Civil Service and as 
Chairman of the House 
Committee on Education and 
Labor. He was the author of the 
Middle Income Student 
Assistance Act, a program that 
makes higher education afford¬ 
able to prospective students by 
providing government-funded 
loans at reasonable interest rates. 

Mr. Ford is credited with 
orchestrating the Plant Closing 
Act, which requires companies to 
give communities notice regard¬ 
ing a plant closing, and the Family 
Medical Leave Act of 1993, which 
requires employers to provide six 
weeks of unpaid leave time to care 
for family members while they are 


ill. 

An advocate of federal compen- 
satory education programs to 
serve educationally disadvan¬ 
taged children, he was an original 
sponsor of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act of 
1965. In 1994, The Fbderal Direct 
Student Loan progi-am was named 
for him in recognition of his eff orts 
to expand educational opportuni¬ 
ties for students and lower the cost 
of education for them. 

State Rep. Jim Plakas (D - 


Garden City) worked for Mr Ford 
in the 1960s and said he will be 
remembered mostly for his work 
on behalf of education in 
Michigan. “He really cared that all 
kids get a fair and equitable edu¬ 
cation,” he said. “It’s because of 
him that we have some of things 
we do in Michigan and in the 
United States.” 

Another cause Mr Ford worked 
for was workplace health and 
safety, most likely because his 
father died in a workplace acci¬ 
dent while Mr. Ford was a young 
man. 

Mr. Ford is survived by three 
children, William D, Ford Jr., 
Margaret Ford VanVleet and John 
Ford; three gi'andchildren, a sis¬ 
ter, Janet Ford, and a brother, 
Robert Ford. Memorial services 
are being planned for Michigan 
and Washington, DC.

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Audiences are victims 
of this contrived ‘horror’ 


When filmmakers drop “vs.” into the name of their movie, they 
are counting on two things, at least The title, for one, will rumble 
wonderfully through the throat of the movie trailer voice-over 
man. More importantly, however, a “vs.” title provides a handy 
and effective plot summary. The movie is a fight, nothing more. 

When moviegoers see “vs.” then, we should know the film¬ 
makers are admitting to us from the start that they are hardly 
trying. Many learned this lesson with Freddy Vs. Jason last 
year. The rest will fall—some willingly—victim to Alien Vs. 

Predator, which opened last FHday. Twentieth Century Fox 
has finally pitted the two iconic monsters against each other 
after 40 rejected screenplays. The result of that tinkering is a 
movie that has done away with innovation and imagina¬ 
tion, giving anxious fans of the two ftmichises only what 
they want: no surprises, just a pointless and absurd 
duel—Alien Vs. Pi-edxdar, or “AVEf ’ as the poster reads. 

This isn’t cinema; this is pay-per-view boxing in crea¬ 
ture make-up. Fox knows that the movie needs only to sug¬ 
gest a link with their other beloved predecessors to draw obliging 
fans. It’s a bit like going to see the new baby in the family, no matter 
how ugly you hear she is. 

And this one ain’t pretty. 

In AVR we learn the Predators have been regular visitors to Earth for the 
last several millennia Once worshipped as gods by “the first civilization” on what is now 
Antarctica, they return every 100 years to a pyramid there, now 2,000 feet below the ice. 

With a queen Alien (both species are, in fact, aliens, but the serpent “xenomorphs” 
are rewarded with the capital A) in tow, they breed more Aliens using human sac 
rifices as hosts. Then the battle—a rite of passage for the Predators—com¬ 
mences spectacularly. 

Unfortunately, the best and most epic clash in the movie takes place in 
flashback, in the imagination of Sebastian de Rosa (Raoul Bova), an

The Scene 


Garden State 
is worth a look

Small, quirky, personal films 
aren’t usually written and direct¬ 
ed by sitcom stars. Imagine if 
Kirii Cameron tried fictionalizing 
his story into an emotionally res¬ 
onating movie at the height of 
Growing Pains? Or if Bea Arthur 
decided to cinematically express 
herself when The Golden Girls hit 
big? 

Zach Braff, star of the NBC sit¬ 
com Scrubs, has achieved some¬ 
thing unique with Garden State, a 
movie he wrote, directed and in 
which he stars. He has not only 
broken through the TV medium 
into film, but has done so in a 
sweet and heartfelt way, only 
risking being overly saccharine. 

The movie is pretty simple In 
a nutshell: young guy’s mom dies, 
guy goes home for the funeral, 
guy hangs out with his old friends 
he hasn’t seen fn years, guy meets 
girl, guy falls in love, the end. 

But this is the surface, and 
Braff doesn’t seem as interested 
in surfaces as he does in states of 
being. 

In Andrew Bargeman’s case, 
or Large, as his friends kho-w 


him, it’s emotional detachment 
and numbness where there 
seems no forward, only past and 
static present We are to led to 
believe this is brought on by the 
lithium his estranged father (Ian 
Holm), a psychiatrist, has had 
him on since he was 9. 

Large, like Braff who plays 
him, is an actor in LA. Unlike 
Braff, Large isn’t a success yet— 
his most noteworthy role was a 
playing a handicapped quarter¬ 
back in a TV movie-of-the-week, 
something his hometown friends 
won’t let him forget He works as 
a waiter and sucks down pre¬ 
scription drugs to make financial 
and emotional ends meet until 
he is called to come home to New 
Jersey when his mom dies. He, of 
course, hasn’t been home in quite 
some time. He hangs out with old 
friends, Mark, (Peter Sarsgaard) a 
grave digger, and Albert (Denis 
O’Hare) who made a fortune 
frxim inventing soundless Velcro 
and lives in a mansion with no 
furniture. While they haven’t 
changed since high school, they 
have changed. 

For the most part, though. 
Large needs to change himself 
And he knows it We’ve seen this 


post-adolescent malaise before— 
namely Benjamin Braddock in 
The Gradiude. And if there’s any 
doubt in the character, the tone 
and soundtrack of the movie 
resembles both Dustin Hoffman’s 
classic and 1971’s Harold and 
Maude, a movie Braff has cited as 
being an inspiration. 

But while they were 
Braddock’s future in The 
Graduate, the only reference to 
plastics in Garden State is in 
Large’s past, specifically an 
important dishwasher latch that 
has to do with both his mother’s 
death and his narcotic living— 


Large’s fall from grace, if you 
will. 

Braff offsets the detachment 
and drama with humorous 
scenes usually seen in young, 
suburban stoner comedies or 
romantic comedies, especially in 
the scenes with his bong-puffing 
friends and with wily Sam 
(Natalie Portman), who Large 
meets in the waiting room of a 
doctor’s office. But throughout, 
Braff retains that Graduate 
melancholy, trying to “work 
through things” while he is at 
home. 

Large’s initial rebellion is 


leaving all his meds in LA when 
he heads home. This, he hopes, 
will allow him to finally feel real 
life as it is. And with some help 
from quirky, epileptic Sam, Large 
finally does emerge from his 
complacent haze to face life. He 
realizes there is no idyllic past or 
future, or ‘garden state.’ Life is, as 
Portman’s character reminds 
him, here and now, cold and real. 

Most of all, he realizes that, to 
revise novelist Thomas Wolfe, 
you can go home again because 
there might be something there 
worth finding. 
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annoyingly quick-on-the-uptake 
scientist exploring the pyramid. 

He is part of a team thrown 
together quite hastily by billion¬ 
aire Charles Bishop Weyland 
(Lance Henriksen) after one of 
Weyland’s satellites reveals the 
extraordinary structure. 

The cast seems to have been 
similarly assembled. There is 
nothing meaningful, smart or 
funny in this movie—which 
would be forgivable if it had any 
suspense or interesting action. 

The first 30 minutes see Weyland 
and his team assemble and spew out formulaic plot 
and foreshadow (“In Italy, we call that a Hunter’s 
Moon”) before they all descend toward the pyramid, 
interfering with the hunt 

The monsters of this movie are underwhelm¬ 
ing—we’ve all seen them before and there is noth¬ 
ing scaiy about them. We know this, writer-director 
Paul WS. Anderson knows this, and his actors obvi¬ 
ously know this, because we never see anything 
close to terror on any of their faces. 

Instead, the humans give us lame, cliched dia¬ 
logue: 

When the heroine Lex Woods (Sanaa Lathan) 
asks why a member of her team is bringing a gun to 
Antarctica, the latter replies: “It’s like having a con¬ 
dom. I’d rather have it and not need it than need it 
and not have it” 

When Woods discovers her only hope of survival 
is taking sides in the battle: “The enemy of my 
enemy is my friend.” 

And someone actually shouts to an Alien: “You 
wanna piece-a me ?!” 

The fights between our extra-terrestrials are 
composed mostly of very quick cuts and occasional 
slow-motion. We never see anything new or satisfy¬ 
ing, and most of the action is so fast and close we 
can’t tell what is happening until something is 
impaled. It’s a pity because the monster effects are 
very good, especially the queen Alien. 


AVP has too many faults, not 
the least of which was the con¬ 
cept. This movie was simply 
unnecessary. The studio, howev¬ 
er, didn’t let that stop them from 
squeezing the two franchises for 
everjdhing they are worth. No 
doubt we will be saying the same 
things when the inevitable sequel 
is made. 

But then, this movie is what a 
lot of people wanted. Though I 
was tempted to take the 
“Whoever wins, we lose” tagline 
literally, if ticket-buyers are 
happy just to see the two i^ons 
share a frame, it’s really win-win 
for everyone.
